NEW METHOD FOR OIL EXPLORATION RESEARCHED BY G.W. PROFESSOR 

A new method of prospecting for oil and natural gas — one 
that would cut exploration costs — was successfully tested 
recently by a professor at The George Washington University. 

Frederic R. Siegel, professor of geochemistry, has developed 
a process that uses thermoluminescence dosimeters (TLDs) chips to 
measure radiation given off underground. The radiation levels 
indicate if oil or natural gas deposits or pools may be present. 

For the test, Siegel sent more than 100 TLD chips to China. 
The TLDs, about one-tenth inch in diameter, were buried at about 
18 inches in the ground at the Shengping Oil Field, in northeast 
China. The area was marked with flags and 110 days later, all of 
the chips were recovered and tested for radiation.

The Shengping Oil Field has seven producing wells and 
Siegel’s radiation measurements pinpointed all seven. One of the 
wells, drilled after the TLD burial period, was unknown to the 
researchers but pinpointed by the chips. 

"The TLD method can lower exploration front-end costs by 
identifying small areas in a large region for directed seismic 
work," says Siegel. "It can also be applied to identifying oil 
and natural gas field extensions." 

"I can easily put 1,000 TLD chips in my pocket and walk into 
any area of the world," says Siegel. "This makes exploration 
possible in mountain ranges, jungles or swamps where vehicle 
mounted equipment has little chance of accessibility." 

From an environmental point of view, Siegel thinks his 
technique may have application for use in Alaska and the 
Antarctic. Those areas would not be hurt by this type of 
exploration and other radiation measuring methods may not be 
reliable in these cold regions. 

Siegel first became interested in developing his TLD method 
in 1983. With oil prices low, exploration has been curtailed in 
the United States and petroleum economists predict that 
significant exploration will not resume until oil prices go up to 
$18 to $20 a barrel, Siegel says.

Siegel chose China because burial and recovery of the TLDs 
is labor intensive and does not require sophisticated heavy 
equipment. As such the process is of special interest to 
exploration programs in lesser developed countries. The Chinese 
have already begun using the TLD method. 

Siegel presented a report on his method in March at the 
American Association of Petroleum Geologists meeting, where he 
received favorable comments and interest in his follow-up 
studies.
